It is a well-known fact that the skies 
are. more interesting, astronomically, in 
winter than. they are in summer ; but, un- 
fortunately, the rigours of the winter 
weather are opposed to one making any 
lengthy survey of the heavenly bodies. A 
friend of mine who was out all night 
recently on a shooting expedition on 
Strangford Lough, County Down, tells me

If they continue to fill 
a theatre, it «ill thrive; if they stay ‘away, 
it will die. And from my experience of that 
public, 1 du not believe that they will be 
seriously swayed one way or the other by 
the whip of ensure, or by the heavy con- 
descension of the far too numerous dis- 
appointed playwrights and indignant school- 
boys who happen to be blessed with a facile 
pen and an organ in which to exercise it.

STATUTE OF WESTMINSTER 


The petition gave rise to a preliminary 
question of jurisdiction. The Dominion 
of Canada had passed a statute entitled 
‘An Act to amend the Criminal Code 
(Section 4).” This Act laid it down that 
no appeal should be brought in a criminal 
cas» from any judgment or order of any 
Court in Canada to any Court of Appeal or 
authority by which in the United iol 
appeals or petitions to the Privy Council 
might, be heard. 

One preliminary point raised by the 
petition was whether, since the passing of 
the Statute of Westminster, the Canadian 
Parliament had power to pass an Act of the 
kind he had indicated. He submitted that 
the Statute of Westminster did not give 
power to the Canadian Parliament to 
abolish the right of appeal in criminal 
matters. The Royal prerogative, he said, 
could only be cut down by a Statute of the 
Imperial Parliament clearly expressing an 
intention to that effect: Before the Statute 
of Westminster was passed there was in 
the criminal code of Canada a provision 
which purported to take away the right of 
appeal in criminal matters to the King in 
Council, but when that matter came to be 
considered by their lordships in 1926 they 
-held that this provision was inoperative as 
being beyond the competence of the 
Canadian Legislature, That provision had 
been re-enacted in the Canadian Statute. 

The Statute of. Westminster was directed 
to quite different matters from the right 
of appeal to the King in Council, and could 
not, in his submission, affect something 
which was outside the provinee of a 
Dominion ‘Parliament, . 


TERRITORIAL MATTERS 


Lord Atkin suggested that the Dominions 
had power to interfere with the Royal 
prerogative in matters which were terri- 
torial. : 

Mr. Greene said that he must recognise 
that. There were many prerogative 
matters which necessarily by .implication 
were. within the powers of Dominion 
Legislatures.

OLLOWING the exciting incidents

Day parades in Tralee, the citizens were 
startled between half-past ten and eleven 
o’clock last night by a series of shots in 
the vicinity of the Civic Guards barracks. 
At that time a Gaelic concert was in pro- 
gress at the Ashe Memorial Hall, and all 
sorts of rumours spread, when a couple 


different directions. 

Tense excitement prevailed in many 
homes until those attending the concert 
returned. They had not heard the shots, 
nor did they know anything about what 
had occurred. 

I; was only this morning that the 
townspeople learned. that a  detective- 
sergeant of the Civic Guards had been 
fired at and two civilians wounded in 
Abbey street. It transpired that Detec- 
tive-Sergeant Reynolds, when. leaving a 
tobacconist shép in that street, was fired 
on by persons unknown, who had’ con- 
cealed themselves further down. 

A rifle bullet penetrated the sergeant’s 
coat, struck the revolver which he had in 
the pocket, and‘ fortunately glanced off 
without injuring him. 

Further shots were fired as Sergeant 
Reynolds sought refuge in the barracks. 

Two civilians, Patrick Donovan and 
Frank Roche, both married men with 
families, came into the firing line and 
were wounded,-Donovan in the leg and 
Roche in the ankle. 

Both were removed to the County In- 
firmary, where a bullet was extracted 
from Donovan’s leg. He is detained for 
further treatment. | 

Roche was found to have sustained only 
a flesh wound and was discharged. 

Donovan is progressing favourably.

In an editorial article to-day The Times 
observes:—The correspondence issued 
yesterday from the India Office gives a 
more accurate perspective to some current 
versions of the Princes’ attitude towards 
Federation. In the three weeks, which 
have passed since the Bombay resolution 
there has been an immense amount of 
speculation—far more than it was really 
worth—about the precise meaning of their 
condemnation of the Government of India 
Bill... Mr. Churchill hailed it at once as 
momentous news, gnd called upon the 
Secretary of State to discard forthwith the 
mortal perils of the Federal plan. Critics 
less restrained than Mr. Churchill sent 
patronising messages of congratulation to 
what they hopefully assumed to be a body 
of ‘successful wreckers. Even among the 
supporters of the Government policy there 
was a natural uneasiness, which was not 
entirely dispelled by the gallant efforts of 
Sir Samuel Hoare and his colleagues to 
show that nothing in the Princes’ resolu- 
tion revealed any basic change of view. 

Perhaps, the best news in the whole 
correspondence is, proceeds The Times, 
that the Princes have now agreed to dis- 
cussions between their legal representatives 
and the Parliamentary draftsmen in 
Englatid. The absence of direct personal 
contact may well explain a good deal of the 
cloud of misunderstanding which en- 
veloped the Bombay ° meeting. Its 
outcome seems to have taken the 
Government of India by surprise, 
There was no one available from the 
political department, so far as can be seen, 
to keep the assembled Princes informed by 
word of mouth of the precise significance 
of events and phrases as the bill went 
forward. Collectively and individually 
they have provided themselves at different 
times with a variety of legal advisers in 
this country, but some of these advisers 
were better than others; all of them were 
concerned, in the very nature of their 
profession, to call attention to every 
possible loophole in the draft, and none 
of them was on the spot. Their case hence- 
forth is in good hands, and it will be 
argued face to face.

Note delivered to the German Government

“The London communiqué of the

RAPID PROGRESS &

£350,000 “of Irish capital invested in i 
industrv fourteen or fifteen years ago, there 
was to-day nearly £1,000,000. That cer- 
tainly was an advance of which they were 
proud. a 
The industry had been assailed with being 
sweat shops employing nothing but child 
labour. Such an allegation he ‘characterised 
as. a deliberate lie. The number of persons 
under 18 years employed’ in the industry 
was not 20 per cent. of the total number of 
workers, and the rates of ge paid came 
within the scope of the Board of Trade re- 
gulations. The rates paid in the Free State 
were equal to those of any country and 
better than thos. paid in the six counties or 
across the water. He would point out that 
of every £100 net output in the industry £64 


went to labour. 7 
GERMAN UNITY 


Mr. Sean MacEntee, Minister for Finance, 
responding, said that the period of peil 
and caution—the post-war era—had ended, 
and the period of achievement and adventure 
was U them. They in Ireland, who so 
often had been broken in defeat, could not 
remain unmoved at the spectacle of what a 
great nation had achieved by unity of pur- 
pose.

They ‘might dislike the methods by which 
the unity of purpose had: been achieved on 
the Continent.

Still the 
unison and a ppeane with which the Ger- 
man pedple had sought their purpose had a 
lesson’ for us ir Ireland, 

More than most people they agreed as to 
the ‘fundamental basis of society, and in 
regard to the few things about which they 
disagreed there was so much room. for 
difference’ that there should be an all- 
embracing ‘tolerance among them. a 

The' general policy oí peoples elsewhere 
was Ío present a common front to the outside 
world, however they differed as to their own 
peculiar problems. On the question of our 
relations with other peoples, could we not 
have that concerted and co-ordinated action 
that was characteristic of other “States and 


peoples ? 
SECURING AN IDEAL 


“I understand,” the Minister went on, 
“that from another quarter, and possibly 
from a different angle, a plea is being put 
forward for a common understanding on this 
question. I welcome that plea, and trust that 
some means will be found to secure that 
object. 

“I am not prepared to discuss the means 
by which that ideal might be secured, but 
I have no doubt that one factor which will 
help will be the economic and industrial 
development of the twenty-six counties, and 
in that direction I am glad to see that the 
clothing trade is playing a very significant 
part.’ 

The clothing trade. was. the third most 
— in the State, and its progress in 
a few short years had been phenomenal. If 
so much could be done’ in a few years 
in one industry, what did not the future 
hold? He was glad to hear that that pro- 
gress had been: achieved under conditions 
which were not discreditable to a Christian 
community, aml thas the amount of child 
labour employed’ was lower and the rates cf 
wages higher than those paid in the Six 
Counties and Great Britain. 

While he was not so foolish as to believe 
that there were not black sheep in that -in- 
dustry,he did not think that there “was any 
decent employer who would not welcome the 
reasonable pro which the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce shortly would submit 
to the Dail for the regulation and proper 
control of the clothing and other industries. 


OLD AGE PENSIONS ' 


One. other thing which he thought would 
help materially to bring about the unification 
of the country was the fact that the Govern- 
ment had endeavoured to bring about an 
amelioration of the social conditions of their 
less fortunate people by way of a more 
nor provision of old age pensions. 

ossibly when the crisis through which agri- 
culture—the principal industry—was passing 
had ended they would go further and reduce 
the age limit at which any person might 
secure the pension. That, he believed, would 
be for the benefit of the community as a 
whole, because wise employers hesitated to 
dismiss a man and leave him destitute and 
dependent upon the people. Therefore, one 
of the ways in which they could indirectly 
increase the efficiency of industry would be 
by reducing the age limit, at which elderly 
workers could retire from their labours and 
enjoy a well-earned rest at the end of their 

ays.

‘A grim tragedy on a sur-scorched rock 
in the Indian Ocean, which cost the lives 
of four men, had a sequel to-day when a 
Paris Court awarded damages totalling 
£1,800 against -a company owning a 
canning factory on the island. After a 
fire had destroyed the factory's food store 
seven persons were left many months on 
the island of St. Paul. Only three, in- 
cluding a woman, survived, They declared 
they expected a ship to return. within 
three months with supplies, but that they.
